The degislature, sitting esterday 
afternoon as committee of supply 


pussed the estimates for 1016 amount 


ing to $7,608,015, the supplementary 
estimates for 1915, amounting — to 
$585,947, and the estimates for the 


first three months of 1017, amounting 
to $1,818,045. The only item upon 
which there was any serious discus- 
sion Was the vote for $25,000 for the 
expenses of the public utilities com- 
mission, and in regard to this branch 
of the public service the opposition at 
one moment declared that they were 
not criticizing the commission itself 
but the personel of the staff, while 
at another they thought that the 
function of the department was to 
investigate every utilfty whose opera- 
tions were either the subject of 
newspaper attack or public comment, 
As Premier Sifton pointéd out, nobody 
could expect the commission, to start 
an investigation on mere newspaper 
reports, They would act when a com- 
plaint was filed and if complaints 
were not filed the public had them- 
selves to blame for not taking advan- 


tage of legislation intended for thelr 
benetit and protection. The first min- 
ister also pointed out that although 
the work of the commission would 
proceed slowly the department hed, 
since its creation, been able to ren- 
der valuable service to the province 
in controlling the expenditures of 
municipalities and sehool districts
